To begin with, for the first time in 
twelve years, McIntosh county sends a demo- 
crat to the legislature. | 


The Hon. Mr. Garrens will be the lone re 


publican fisherman of the senate—a gain of 
one for the republicans in that body. 

The Farmers’ Alliance has ran races every- 
where, and usually has carried its Candidates 
through. In McDuffie the alliance beat the 
nominee because he was a lawyer. 

Prohibition played little part in the elec- 
tions. The issue was made in Habersham, 
where the probibitionist was elected, and in 
Washingtom where one of each side was 
“elected. 

Among the surprises of the day was the de- 
feat of Mr. Henry, in Chattooga, by 500 votes; 
of Hon Hamp Smith, of Lowndes, who was 
offered the nomination, declined it and then 
changed his mind and ran indepeudent; the 
defeat of Mr. Kenan, independent, in Bald- 
win, who has been considered invincible; in 
the capture of Pickens by the republicans, 
the election of a republican senator. 

The undeubted feature of the day, however, 
is that the Georgia democracy never showed 
60 many independant candidates. 
The indepencants were plentiful but not 
successinl in many cases. This looseness of 
party tits isallthe more marked as it isa 
presidential year. 

In many counties where the nominee went 
through Without opposition, the formal dis- 
patch is omitted from our columns. 

FULTON ¢ OUNTY. 
Scenes at the Polis Yesterday—How the City 
Wards Voted. 

The vote in the city forthe successful Can- 
didates was: :

Mr. Sinall received 1,423 votes in the whole 
county, and Mr. Van Pelt 1,528.. The repub- 
lican candidates for the legislature polled 
mere voles than the prohibition candidates, 


and the highest brohibitionist 1,014. 

Mr. Rice will have a majority of more than 
1,300 over Mr. Small in the thirty-fifth sena- 
torial district. 

His majority in Fulton is 537. 

In Cobb county, Mr. Rice received 1,126 
yotes, and Mr. Small 591, with 243for Mr. Van 
Pelt. Mr. Rice’s plurality over Mr, Small is 
vw, 

The exact figures from Clayton county can- 
not be obtained, but a late dispatch from 
Jonesboro states that Mr. Rice has beaten Mr. 
Small in that county by about 60 votes. 

This calculation gives Mr. Rice a plurality 
of 1,032 over Mr. Small, the next highest can- 
didate. 

The First Ward. 
_ Policeman Barnes handed in the first ticket 
in this ward. It was quickly followed by 
Others. 

A good crowd surrounded these polls all 
day and there was some very earnest 
work done for the various tickets. 

A heavy negro vote was polled, and it went 
almost selidly for the republican ticket. The 
hegroes were thoroughly organized in the 
first w..cd,and it was simply a waste of time 
W try io induce them to vote against Van Pelt 
Orihe rest ofthe ticket. Prominent colored men 
Moved through the crowd, with printed regis- 
tration hsts, and the very few darkies who 
Voted against Van Pelt were at once “spotted” 
andgplaced upon the “black Hist.” 

George Thrasher, negro, who voted for Rice, 
Was jecred by the negroes and at once put. on 
the “black list.” It was stated by the ne- 
éroes who had charge of this list, that they 
Proposed to ‘‘down’’ those darkies who dared 
© vote against the regular republican ticket. 

Messrs J. H. Stroud, James Campbell and 
John Jentzen did good work for the straight 
democratic ticket in this ward, as did aiso

The straight democratic ticket was light 
brown and among those who handed it to the 
voters were Judge Samuel Hoyt, Mr. John 
Calvin and Mr. Joseph Smith. This was the 
most as ticket from the start, and despite 
the hard fight that was nade upen it all day 
long, a majority of the light-brown tickets 
were in the box when the poils closed, 

Farly in the action the third party people 
sprung a ticket similar in colet to the demo- 
cratic ticket. There were two kinds of this 
ticket. One had all of the nominees of the 
third party on it, while the othcr bore the 
naines of the democratic nominees except 
that of Mr. Rice, instead of which ap- 

eared the name of Mr. Sam WwW. 

mall near the bottom. The object of this 
ticket was to deceive, but the little trick did 
not work. 

The republicans gave out two tickets—both 
white, One was the straight republican ticket, 
Governor Gordon and the statehouse officers 
left off; the other with Sam W. Sniall on it 
instead of Van Pelt. 

Mr. A. 8. T@ily, Mr. E. D. Cheshire ard Mr. 
A. E. Montcastle put in some heavy 
licks for the third party, and 
wero kept quite bnsy during the 
morning hours handing tickets around, for the 
Sam Small ticket was voted very freely in the 
moruing. 

The negroes who voted in the second ward 
went solidly for the republican ticket—but 
there were not enough of them to do much 


harm. 

It was thought about noon that Small was 
leading—but both sides steadily claimed the 
ward until the polis closed. 

In the afternoon the courthouse square 
was crowded with people who dis- 
cussed the election in the liveliest manner. 
Now and then hot words were exchanged by 
the friends of opposing candidates—but hap- 
pily there were no blows. 

Mr. Small appeared atthe polls about half 
past five e’clock, and was immediately sur- 
rounded by a crowd. He asked how things 
were going, and was toid that he would 
get the ward by a gcod maijority. 
Iie said that upto that time he had heard 
nothing but favorable reports and there seem- 
ed to be grounds for hope that he would be 
elected. 

About this time the news from Cook’s, 
South Bend and West End, caméin and the 
Sinall men became jubilant and walked around 
Saying that Small would certainly win. 

When the polls closed Judge Pat Owens, who 
had charge of the polls,and Managers William 
Garrett, William|Laird and John Berkele, as- 
sisted by the clerks began the count, which 
was completed about quarter of eleven.

The Third Ward. 

Cousin Elijah, better known, however, as E. 
T. Allen, a member of council from the third 
ward, cast the first vote at the corner of Fra- 
zier and Fair streets yesterday morning and it 
was then only a few minutes: past six o'clock. 
As the clock struck six Mr. McWharters and 
Mr. Hlaygood, the managers, threw open the 
window, while the clerks arranged themselves 
around the tavle with their books. 

Mr. Allen’s ticket was the straight demo- 
cratic and after depositing it in the box he 
went off for a clean shave. 

There were only a few people around the pre- 
cinct when the vote was cast and the healers 
had nothing todo. In ashort time thé voters 
began to come up, however, and by 
seven o’clock sixty persons 
bad spoken thejr choice through the ballot 
box. Then the voting became a thing of the 
day. Bill Bonnell and Jim Johnson were on 
hand working for the straight ticket hard, 
while Burnett and Thompson were pulling 
for Van.Pelt. Small’s heelers chauged so 
often that it was hardto keep up with them. 

The ward went republican, and that for the 
first time since it .has been a ward. 

Four hundred and sixty-nine votes were 
cast in the ward, and this was just three less 
than the registration. Of the 469 Van Pelt re- 
ceived 190, with Rice 40 votes behind him, 
while Small got 126. The republican legisla- 
tive ticket led, too, and Fisher’s yote was the 
highest in the ward—198,

A very large negro vote was polled, and it 
was clear from the first that the republicans 
would earry the ward hands down. 

Of the 755 names on the registration list, 435 
were negroes. 

It was thought that Small would come next 
to Van Pelt, but he didn’t. Rice received a 
better vote than Small in this ward. 

At 3o’clock Van Pelt had received tiwice as 
many votes in this ward as Small.

In the 5th ward the race between Rice and 
Small was close from thetime the were polls 
opened until they closed. It was not expected 
that Van Pelt’s vote would bea large one, butit 
was even less than was expected. The negroes 
here as at all the other wards voted solidly for 
Van Pelt. The voting was quiet throughout 
the day. There was a misunderstanding 
among tbe managers as to the hour set for 
opening the polls, and in consequence they 
were not opened until 8 o'clock. Zion Brid- 
well, one of those that had been waiting at the 
window since about 7 oclock, 
cast the first vote. A. F. Parks cast 
the second. There were in all 488 votes. 
cast, the last one being cast by Joe Tate.

Was There a ‘“‘Fund?” 

“Did you know that a campaign fund had 
been gotten.up to assist Sam Small’s 
candidacy?’’ was the question put to 
& CONSTITUTION reporter last even- 
ing. It was asked by a gentleman who 
had been circulating among the sovereigns 
during the entire day, and it was followed up 
by the following statement: 

“I have heard, on good authority, that such 
a fund had been 1aised, and was used where it 
was supposed money would do Mr. Small 
some good. I have heard, too, that this fund 
received contributions from democrats, or men 
who are recognized as belonging to that party. 
I suppose there will be something positive 
known about this matter in a few days, and if 
what I have heard is true, some startling de- 
velopments are ahead in the political situa- 
tion.’ 

‘What was the amount of this fund ?”’ 

“I cannot say as to that, but I heag of indi- 
vidual contributions of 850 and two of these 
were from pronounced prohibitionists who, I 
understand, voted for Mr. Rice in the 
primary.”’ 

‘Can you give me the names of these gentle- 
men ?’’ 

“I could give you their names, but I 
do not propose to do so unless I 
can do s0 with the assurance that 
they made these contributions. I, do not 
intend to put anyone in a false light by giving 
out names on hearsay evidence, but f I can 
verify what I have heard, you ean count on 
hearing from me. Ido not believe in such 
methods, particularly when they are used to 
defeat the regular nominee of the democratic 
party; and especially when that nominee was 
voted for by the very men who attempted to 
defeat him by the use of money.”

Colonel Reilly said it was fair to counteract 
in any way the scratching of his and Gordon's 
names. The negroes had indorsed duBignon, but 
the ballots were freely used W.th his name omitted. 
Many imagined'that a negro might be elected as 
the result of the division in the democratic party 
and the methods employed. These fears proved 
groundless. At midnight the count is not quite 
complete, but the three democrats are elected by 
large majorities. and, strangely enough, their votes 
are nearly equal, inspite of the immense cutting 
and plumping. Only 1,765 yotes were polled, The 
democratic candidates got about 1,400 votes apicce. 
The count is still in progress. There were no votes 
against the constitutional amendment, though the 
negro ballots omitted it entirely.

ATHENS, Ga., October 3.—[Special.]—The 
democracy of Clarke ceunty showed its true spirit 
today by electing its nominee, Mr. H. C. Tuck, bya 
rousing majority. In the selection of Mr. Tuck, the 
legislature receives a very valuable acquisition and 
the people of Clarke county look with pride to their 
rising young statesman. ‘The contest has been 
very spirited, having narrowed dc Wn in a great de- 
gree to an issue between the races, and right nobly 
did the white race@@stain the cause of democracy. 
It had been hinted fat there would be a division 
among the whites, and that thig lack of unity. would 
defeat the democracy, byt the majority itself refutes 
this assertion.

The News of the Day From the Federal Cap-

WASHINGTON, October 3.—[Special.|—The

Whilé the bill ig a good one in somé tespects 
it was undoubtedly, gotten. up for campaign 
effect, and it is evident the republicansenators 
have had this almost solely in view during its 
preparation.

JACKSONVILLE'S. DEAD. 
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THE FEELING OVER THE DEATH OF 
COLONEL DANIELS. 


of Sickness—The Incidents of the Day 
Among the Sick. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 3.—[Special.} 
The absorbing topic of conversation today is 
the death of Colonel J. J. Daniels. Thegrief 
thereat is nniversa} and the awifnuiness of other 
scenes connected with the epidemic are over- 
shadowed by this great public calamity. There 
was a hush upon the streets this morning and 
a look of sorrow upon almost every counte- 
nance. All the banksin the city closed from 
10 to 12 noon ont of respect to Colonel Daniels’s 
memory, and at.the hour of the funeral every 
business house was closed. The Times-Union 
building is draped in mourning, Colonel 
Daniels having been president ofthe Florida 
publishing company, the owners cf that 
The National Bank of the State 
of Florida is also draped, the lamented dead 
haying been its vice-president for several 
years. The interior of the board of trade rooms, 
where the meetings of: the Auxiliary asso- 
ciation are held, is heavily draped In mourn- 
ing. 

Upon the meeting of that association this 
morning, the right Rev. I: W. Weed an- 
nounced the death of Colonel J. J. Daniels, 
president of the association, and stated that 
there would be no services at the house, but 
that the procession would leaye the residence 
for Evergreen cemetery at 4 p. m., sum time, 
today. 

The funoral this afternoon was largely at- 
tended for these times, there being fully 250 
people present at the cemetery, four miles from 
the city. The services were conducted by 
Bishop Weed, assisted by Rey. Mr. Weller.

The indications now are that there will be a 
mach larger cotton crop made in Burke coun- 
ty than-our farmers at the first of the season 
anticipated. It had been predicted by some 
who are competent judges that not more than 
ahalf average crop would: be made, but our 
farmers have changed their opinions, and the 
outlook is much more encouraging. The 
chances are that most all will pay out and 
have some money over their indebtedness for 
the year’s supplies. This isexplained by some 
to be due to the fact that much more cotton is 
planted this year than years previously, and 
though the yield per acre is not near. so 
great, yet the deficiency is made up in the in- 
crease of acreage. But few of our farmers 
were damaged by the recent overfiow of the 
Savannah river, as swamp farming was largely 
abandoned by them several years. The num- 
ber of bales made in this county will aggregate 
something between thirty-three or thirty-four 
thousand, and our place of second best cotton 
producing county in the south will be easily 
maintained. 

One peculiar feature of our county is that 
there is no organization of the ‘Farmers’ 
Alliance’”’ within its limits and none of our 
farmers are holding back their cotton, antici- 
pating a reduction in bagging or a substitute 
for thecommon jute article. The ordinary 
article of bagging is bought, with some dis- 
satisfaction at price, and used as fast as their 
cotton is picked and ginned, which is sold by 
every one as soon as possible.

PLANTERS FEAR FBOST. 


The Rice Crop Threatened by a New 
Danger. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

‘“‘Whatare the indications about the rice 
crop now ?”’ a planter was asked last night. 

‘‘A new danger seems about toconfront us,”’ 
was thereply. ‘The June rice is now in the 
milk, and the threatened frosts would greatly 
damage, if not entirely destroy, it. Evena 
light frost would damage it.”’ 

‘‘Have planters been able to approximate 
their probable loss from the flood ?’ 

‘It would be hard to give individual esti- 
mates. Ido not think our mill receipts of rice 
of this year’s crop will go beyond 500.000 bush- 
els, and it may not exceed 450,000 bushels; in 
fact, I think the latter figures are much nearer 
the mark. The losses in the Savannah river 
valley have been very heavy from the freshet, 
aud heavy losses have been sustained by the 
New river planters. 

The damage has been very great from the 
rains, Which caught so much rice on the stub- 
ble. The loss, too, has been considerable in 
our ripe rice from the frequent handling,which 
was necessary to dryitout. Someof it had 
to be handled three or four times, and every 
time it was handled there wasa loss. Rice 
sprouted badly, and stacked rice, hastily har- 
vested, mowburned, and entailed a loss in the 
deterioration of the rice. 

“The rice in the Ogeechee river valley was 
not damaged by freshets, but the crop was 
considerably damaged by the rains. Harvest- 
ing was hurried there 4s it was on the Savan- 
nah, because it was not believed that the banks 
would stand the local freshet augmented by 
the waters that swept across the country by 
the way of Eden and emptied in the Ovee- 
chee. Fortunately there were not tho usual 
east winds and high tides, and the water was 
not backed upon us. All tide water rice on 
the Ogeechee and Altamaha escaped what 
seemed to be inevilable submergence from 
spring tides,as it didon the Savannah river.’’ 

‘When will the rice crop bé in?” 

“T think,’’ said the planter, ‘‘that the bulk 
of the crop will bein by November Ist. If 
frost do not come within a week the June rice 
will have time to mature. The next four to 
six weeks will be a very busy period with rice 
planters.’”’ 

The individual losses vary. Where freshets 
followed the wet weather and fields were sub- 
merged the loss was greater. Some planters 
will save only about one-fourth of their acre- 
age; others will not lose more than one-fourth, 
but all of them will find that the rice will not 
grade up to the usual standard. Until therice 
is in the mills the damage the rice planters 
have suffered cannot be accurately stated, but 
a rough estimate might be made that planters 
will not haye more than from one-half to five- 
eights of what they expected before the rainy 
season set in. 


A Machinist Tears Out His Eyes- 

Cnicaco, September 30.—A Chicago Times 
special from Mattoon, Ill., says: Peter Strauss, 
a Chicago machinist, out of funds, came to 
Mattoor Friday. About 9 o’clock. Saturday 
night he became possessed of the hallucination 
of being controlled by spirits, and at their 
command danced until 3 o’block Sunday morn- 
ing, when he fled from his room without coat, 
shoes or hat, to get away from them. He 
jumped-over the fence into an adjoining 
yard, but they continued to torture him. He 
rushed out on Broad street, but when he 
stopped to recover his wasting vigor, he was 
again surrounded by millions of spirits. In 
appealing tones he said: 

“What can I do to induce you to cease your 
torture !’’ 

The spirits said: ‘Tear out your eyes.” 

‘“T*haye but one good eye and do not want 
to lose it.’”’ 

They were inexorable, however, and insisted 
on the execution of their demand. He then 
ran a forefinger of each hand into the sockets 
and gouged eachof his eyes out. He was 
found about 7 o’clock this morning insensible, 
near 2 barn, three-fourths of a mile from the 
beardinghouse, Jie presented a ghastly ap- 
pearance. Hewas taken in charge by the 
police, and physicians placed the balls in their 
proper position, but on account of inflamma- 
tion it was impossible to determine whether or 
not thesightof the good eye was injured. 
While he is no longer disturbed by the spirits 
yet the mania is still on him.

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A Remarkable Piece of Work. 

Tux ConsTITUTION attempted this morn- 
ing a piece of journalistic work never ac- 
complished, perhaps, by any newspapar. 

That is,to report the morning after a state 
election the name of every representative 
The difficulty of the 
feat is apparent when it is remembered that 
there are 1,508 voting precints in the state, 
of which more than a thousand are not 
reached by railroads. There are more than 
a score of counties whose borders no rail- 
yoad crosses and many more whose county 
seat lies from twenty to fifty miles away 
from a telegraph station. 

The reporting of even those counties 
’m which the county seat is directly on the 
wailroad is difficutt. The county precincts 
are from six to fifteen miles distant from 
the county seat, and these precints, being 
from eight to fourteen to the county, must 
be reached by special messenger, and their 
returns consolidated in the county seat. 
This usually takes until.a late hour at night 
and then when a messenger must ride 
flirty miles further to reach a telegraph 
station, the difficulty can be apprecia‘ed. 

Nearly a thousand horses, urged by trusty 
messengers, were pattering through soft 
country roads on yesterday, in the service 
of Tur ConsTituTion—and many of them, 
when the stars gave way to the morning 
were still thundering on, to where a patient 
telegraph operator sat counting the min- 

tutes and listening fof the hoof-beats .of the 
“special.”’ 

Well, how have we succeeded in this 
Hold piece of work? Eight years ago 
when the two most inaccessible districts 
in the state, were contested hotly by Speer 
and Billups, and Felfon and Lester, we at- 
tempted the same thing. By employing 210 
messengers and over 400 horses, sending one 
man forty-three miles in less than four 
hours, with eight relays, through the moon- 
shine districts, using telephone, telegraph 
and special engines, we printed at a cost of 
aver $2,000 for the oneday’s work, the ex- 
act vote of every precinct in every county 
the morning after it was cast and carried 
back to many counties the consolidated vote 
of the county, before it was even approxi- 
mated at the county seat, and while the 

focal politicians were waiting for the mes- 
sengers they had sent out. We thought 
that was a neat piece of journalism! 

- The field of yesterday's. experiment was 
very much larger. With only two disiricis 
to cover we could hold our fingers on almost 
every point of doubt or diffleulty. This 
was impossible in the state, We had to 
rely largely on the discipline, aecuracy and 
comprehensiveness of THr CONSTITUTION’S 
state news service. How admirable this 


service is, is shown by our reports elsewhere. 


It has stood the strain put uponit, with 
scarce the yield of a jointorlink. Lasily, 
the most difficult points were covered, and 
the machinery worked perfectly. The omis- 
gion of one correspondent to cover counties 
outside of his usual territory, resulting, 
perhaps, from the miscarriage of 4 letter, 
makes the single breakin THE Constiru- 
T10N’S record this morning. Every senator 
fs named, though there were contests in 
thirty-two of the forty-four districts, and in 
almost every district there were compara- 
tively inaccessible counties. The list of 
representatives is complete, with one ex- 
ception. 

We stand on this record. Wedonct be- 
lieve any paper, printed in a state the size 
of Georgia, ever printed such full returns 
from a legislative electicn. This morning’s 
work emphasizes the confidence the public 
may have in Tuk CONSTITUTION AS & nows- 
paper, and the admirable discipline and ex- 
cellency of its state news service is splen- 
didly demonstrated.

Americans, with their prompt methods 
and their contempt for red tape, cannot 
understand the horrible murder of so many 
woman inthe Whitechapel district of Lon- 
don. 

Inspector Byrnes, the fameus New York 
detective, is worried over the inefficiency oi 
the London police. He believes that one 
man committed al] the Whitechapel mur- 
ders, and he thinks that he is a man of 
superior intelligence who is acting under the 
influence of a homicidal mania. The in- 
spector says that the localization of the 
crimes and the fact that the victims al! be- 
long to the same class of women ought to 
make it easy to discover the criminal. His 
plan would be to manufacture victims for 
the murderer. Thatis, he would tempt him 
by scattering say fifty women over the 
Whitechapel district, with a large force of 
disguised policemen concealed at convenient 
points where they could seeeverything. In 
this way it is almost certain that the mon- 
ster would be caught. 

The inspector says that such a series of 
crimes could not happen in New York or 
any other American city. By the time the 
second or third murder was committed the 
people would%e in a fever of excitement 


opinion to solve the mystery, or at least 
check the epidemic of slaughter. 

It will strike most people that the New 
York detective’s plan is a good one, but 
perhaps he is mistaken when he says that 
so many murders, all of the same class, 
could not occur in an American city. How 
about Austin, Texas?. About two years 
ago more than half a dozen women were 
mysteriously murdered in that town, pre- 
sumably by the same man, and from that 
day to this the criminal has remained un- 
discovered.

Manrerta, Ga., October 3.—Editors Consti- 
tution: It has been said, time and again, that the 
south would not support a literary magazine. Many 
have boen started liyed tor a while, and divap- 
peared, The decpiy disappointed projectors give 
asa renson—lack of appreciation—when real the 
truth is that they bave not furnished their readers 
withianything worthy of appreciation. I deplore the 
fact that the scuth has so few first-class literary 
magazines. But the fault docs not lie with the peo- 
ple, but with the managers who have attempted to 
run them. Failure, generally, is rot to be attribu- 
ted to one cause, but to many. A man may be ever 
so learned, and yet if he is a crank, ora lunatie, or 
a pessimist, he will fail as a publisher. Then too, 
the cravest errors are made in the selection of econ- 
tributers. Whenever a contributor is engaged for 
any other reason than that of superior qualitica- 
tions torthe particniar work he takes up, no Jast- 
ing good can come of it. A man may be an .clo- 
guent orator, and you may  engare 
him, because of his reputation or social 
position, and then come to find out that his writings 
are tarhe and attract no attention at. all. 
People now-a-days care very little for the author. 
What they want isthe article. In literature; the 
‘trade miark’’ is of little value. if the production 
does mt satisfy expeciation. Fame, albeit. is frail 
aud neckle.

SOME FORMER EPIDEMICS. 


Awful Ravages of Vellow Feverin New Or- 
leans and Memphis. 
From the Harper’s Weekly. 

Terrible as the present situation in Jackson- 
ville seems and really is, the fever there is, thus far, 
of a mild form as compared with that of other great 
epidemics of the same cread disease, Up to thls 
date of writing the death rate is only about 1 in 8 
of the cases reported. In New Orle: @:; in 1853 there 
were 29,020 cases and 8,101 deaths, or 1 in 2.58, whieh 
was considered alow rate of mortality. The last 
epidemic of yellow fever that visited New York 
city was in 1822. It broke out on July 10 in Rector 
street, and ended November 5. Such was the terror 
inspired by it that the entire business portion of the 
city wasdeserted. Merchants, tnsu @ace companies 
and banks transferred their business to Greenwich 
Village. Thereallthe banks occupied temporary 
structures on one street, which, on that account 
bears the name of Henk sireettothis day. In the 
city the infected streets were barricaded and no one 
was aliowed to leave them. Owing to these harsh 
measures, and to ignorance of treatment of the dis- 


ease, the death rate was very bigh—lin 1.7, or 243 | 


deaths out of 414 cases, 

During the terrible epidemic of 1878 there were 
17,600 cases in Memphis out 8 a population reduced 
by the exodus of all who eould get away to about 
19,500. Oli these, 5,150 died, the ratio of deaths to 
cases being] in 3.3, At that time four Memphis 
refugees died of the fever in New York, but no per- 
son contracted the disease from contact with them 
and it did not spread.

THE NEGROES WHO ASSAULTED THE 
HUNTER STREET MERCHANT. 


| Oliver Byrd and Will Teller Behind the Bars 
~They are Identified by Mr. Albmey and 
His Wife. 


The negro who shot Mr. Abney, the Hunter 
| Street grocer Saturday night last, has been cap~- 
tured and together with his companion in the 
assault is coniined in the strongest cell in the 
city prison. 

The prisoners are Oliver Byrd and Jim Tel- 
ler. 

The two negroes were arrested yesterday 
morning abont four o'clock and in accomplish- 
ing their arrest, the police secured a 
dozen bad characters and opened a 
big fence. Day before yesterday the detec- 
tives ascertained almost beyond a doubt that 
Oliver Byrd was the negro who shot Mr. Ab- 
ney and that Jim Teller was with him. Only 
one thing was wanting to make it absolutely 
certain and that was identification by Mr. and 
Mrs. Abney, but that identification could not 
be made until the parties were arrested. Soon 
after dark last night the detec- 
tives succeeded in locating the 
two negroes in the western por- 
tion of the city, and yesterday morning about 
four o'clock started out. They were accom- 
panied by Captains Couch and Wright, each 
with three or four men. When near Haiman’s 
plow factory the-force was diyided. Captain 
Couch took halfand went out the railroad, 
while Captain Wright kept along Marietta 
street with the other men. When near Hor- 
ton’s court ground, Captain Couch heard 
singing in front ef him and in a few minutes 
discovered five men coming towards him. The 
crowd was quite boisterous, and when within 
a few feet of them the captain said: ; 

‘‘Now, boys, each of you gather a man when 
we get among them.,’”’ 

In another minute the four policemen and 
the five negroes were ina bunch and the po 
licemen collered each a negro. This left two 
for the captain and he grasped one, at the 
same time making forthe other. As he threw 
out his hand for his second take the captain 
found a pistol in his face and looking over the 
pistol saw Andy Byrd behind it. 

“Drop that pistol, Byrd”’ said the captain. 

“What do you want with me?’ asked the 
negro, still holding ths pistol within a few 
inches of the captain’s nose. 

Just at that instant one of the patrolmen 
who had conquered his man, grabbed the pis- 
tol, and Byrd was a prisoner. The wagon 
was sent for and the crowd hauled to the city 
prison. Then the ofticers went on to Giles 
Moore’s house, where they arrested-.seven

prison. In Moore’s house they found tobacco, 
harness and other articles which had been 
stolen from the railroads. 

When Chief Connolly reached police head- 
quarters yesterday morning and was informed 
of the arrest of Byrd and Teller. He took a look 
at them and at once identified both from the 
description Mr. and Mrs. Abney had given 
him. Just before noon the two negroes, with 
two more, were taken from the city prison 
and conducted to Mr. Abney’s residence. Mr. 
and Mrs. Abney looked atthe four, and point- 
ing at Byrd aud Teller, said: 

‘Those are the two.”’ 

Byrd was wearing a hat and Teller a eap. 
Mr. Abney remarked: 

“T think that one wore the cap, and I be- 
liéye he is the one whe did the shooting.” 

Sergeant White removed Teller’s cap and 
placed it upon Byrd’s head, while Byrd’s hat 
mag pt upon ‘Tehier’s head. 

“That's the way they looked Saturday 
night,’”’ exclaimed the lady. 

‘That one,” said Mr. Abney, pointing to 
Byrd, ‘‘is the one who shot and the other is 
the one who jumped behind the counter.” 

“What is all this about?’ asked Byrd, in- 
solently. 

The officers gave him no reply, and, leading 
them back to the city prison, gave Byrd and 
Telier the stoutest cell. Both negroes deny 
knowing anything about the shooting, but 
both were armed when arrested. 

The arrests made by the ofticers in eonnec- 
tion with the capture of Byrd and Teller were 
important ones. Fer months past box cars on 
the belt line have been broken open and dry 
goods, groceries and all kinds of merchandise 
stolen. ‘The officers have been working hard, 
but were unable to find anything until after 
arresting the gang last night. One of the ne- 
groes With Byrd and Teller gave the detec- 
tives some information and a raid on 
Moore’s house was the result. Therea great 
quantity of merchandise was found. Giles 
Moore is the negro who was arrested several! 
times during the. prohibition era for «selling 
liquor. The parties arrested with him were, 
Ed Thomas, John Young,Smith Irwin, Henr 
Willis, Law Zachrey, Shade Hutchins an 
Wm. Pitteman. 

Willis is the negro whoecut his way out of 
the city prison saveral weeks ago.

NEW YORK, O:tober 3.—The stock market today 
was less active, but was still feverish and unsetticd. 
The decline which began yesterday made further 
progress, though the losses are generally insignifi- 
cant. There wasa marked disposition to hold off 
until the settlement of the wheat deal and some 
other questions of the financial world shall have 
made the outlook a little clearer. Tie bears secm- 
ingly had everything in their own hands, The list 
disp'ayed remarkable recu; erative power whenever 
the pressure was lifted and to unusually firm under- 
tone, The feverish condition of the market was, in 
a great measure, due to uneasiness in the Boston 
market caused by a further break in Atchison this 
morning, brought some selling orders from that 
centre today, and there was alsoa liberal batch of 
seil._ng orders from Chicago, where the wheat deal 
is now unsettling confidence. These affairs en- 
couraged the bears. It was asserted that a bank of 
England would advance its rate of discount tomor- 
row, which also had effect upon values. The only 
influences for good during the day were the back 
down by the Nickleplate in regard to the east bound 
freight rates and the appearance of London in this 
market as buyer again, although purchases of the 
latter were ofno great importance. Fluctuations 
were comparatively narrow, most the stakes being 
traded in over a range of less than 1 per cent and 
decided movements were few. The lease of the 
East Tennessee by the Richmond and Danville still 
had a stimulating effect upon the Richmond and 
West Point, Reading, New England, Union Pacific 
and St. Paul were active stocas, but with the excep- 
tion of the Union Pacific no strength was shown in 
any ofthem. Hocking Valley was a strong feature, 
aud with Oregon improvement, advauced sbarply. 
Sales aggregated 307,000 shares,

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, October 3.—The feeling in wheat in 
this market w&3 greally excited again, more so than 
on any previous day. The outcome oue was of wild 
speculation. Some of the oldest operators described 
today’s opening; with the exception of war times, 
w.thout a parallel. Possibly neverin his story of 
the trade, did prices fluctuate so wildly as todny. 
Almost the whole range of the day’s market, which 
was 7c, was covered within six minutes from the 
opening. This will illustrate the condition of the 
market: Pricesran up and downlc ata jump, 
with no trades of intervening figures. When opera- 
tors wanted to buy there was but little wheat to be 
had, and when they wanted to sellthere was but 
little demand. The day’s business shows marked 
off, as compared with the prec ing day, and trad- 
ing is principally in the way of evening up and set- 
tling up trades. Operators did not care to sell on 
such a market,'as it is too easily controlled, and at 
the same time many operators would not risk buy- 
ing at the prices ruling. Many merchants are

advising their customers to stop making new trades | 


in wheat for the present at @ist, and there is rapid 
selling up or evening up trades. Some parties who 
have held to the bull side were reported as selling 
today, though others predict andare holding for 
higher prices. Astothe opening it was witb first 
f.w trades at 2% per cent at closing figures of yes- 
terday, and immediately sold up to 344¢ more; or, 
in other words, prices were 9'4c higher for Decem- 
ber within five minutes after the opening than the 
closing figure of yesterday. Prices almost immedi- 
ately declined 4c, andthen fluctuated very fre- 
quently within ie range, again sold upto top 
figure of day back 6c. and closed 3c higher for 
October; 45,¢c higher for December, and 3c higher 
for May than the closing figures of yesterday. 

Foreign markets were decidedly better and higher 
and domestic markets higherthan yesterday. The 
corn pit was a scene of activity and confusion, the 
eutire session fluctuations being wild and the course 
of prices difficult to follow, so exciting was the 
pitattimes. Probably at no timesince May has 
the market been more excited and unsettled. The 
trade was mainly in November, and this fluctuated 
with 3'4c range, a nervous feeling prevaliing re 
garding this month, and some talk ofa squeeze was 
intimidated by several operators, which created an 
activedemand from shortsand evening up, and 
prices advanced sharply. The market was governed 
entirely by local influences, the advancein wheat 
having strengthening effect on prices. The opening 
sales were 1@1),c higher than the closing prices of 
yesterday, alter which the market ruled wild and 
the greatest confusion prevailed, and prices ad- 
vanced in jumps of 14@%4c untilan advanceet 5c 
was recorded, when the market reacted almost as 
quickly, declining 344, ruled very unsettled, and 
closed with October 34c and November I!gc_ higher 
than yesterday. 

The market for oats has at last fallen into line 
and followed the advancing tendency of other 
cereals, a very substan ‘ial acV ance being shown in 
today’s range of prices. Tradingin future deliver- 
ies was more active, the demand good, and not so 
much for the purpose of converting shorts as in ihe 
way of speculative purchase. 

Mess pork was active, but unsettled. The general 
fecling was stronger and prices ranged higher early, 
January received most attention and large lots 
changed hands frequently. Longs unloaded freely, 
and the bulk of buying “wasto cover shorts.- The 
opening sales were at 2)@30c advance, January 
sold up 20c more, declined to opening figures, be- 
came irregular, and advanced to previous outside 
prices, but the market closed easy at almost lowest 
figures. 

Lard was moderately active. Stronger and higher 
offerings were not large and the demand mainly to 
covering outstanding comracts. The market 
opened 5@12!¢c higher on active futures, advanced 
214@5c, receded slightly and closed easy.

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THE FIRST SESSION 


OF THE TECHNOLOGICAL SCHOOL 
BEGAN YESTERDAY. 


Kighty Seven Boys on Hand—There WIHIl be 
One Hundred bythe Week's End and One 
Hundred and Fifty by November. 


The first session of the Georgia Institute of 


Technology began yesterday. 

There were eighty-four earnest looking 
young men at work in the chapel of the tech- 
nological building at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning: 

Three more came in with grip sacks and 
overcoats about that time and were cordially 
received by Dr. Hopkins, who made then feel 
at home. . 

The boys are boarding wherever they can 
find suitable places in the city. A good many 
are near the technological institute, and some 
are withthe professors. . 

The professors elected are all at their posts. 
The chairs of geology and mechanical engine- 
ering remain to be filled. 

“There are 90 boys already in sight,’’ said 
Dr. Hopkius, ‘‘and by the end of next week I 
think there will be 100; and considering the 
fact that this is a new institution on anew 
plan, I think this means aboom. The Wor- 
cester school started twenty years ago 
with eight or nine boys, and now 
it has on its catalogue only 
about.150. The Rose Polytechnic institute, of 
Terre Haute, Indiana, a fine school, modeled 
after the one at Worcester, and doing thor- 
ough work, has less than 100 on its catalogue.” 

Mr. 8. M. Inman thinks that by the first of 
November the attendance will be 150. One 
embarrassment the management has labored 
under has been the misunderstanding about 
preferred appointments. Many seem to have 
the idea that no one will be admitted who is 
not appointed from the counties.. The fact is 
that tounty appointees have the preference, 
but as long as such appointees do not fill the 
achool, it is open to any other 
boys of the state who will 
make application and go through the examina- 
tion satisfactorily. 

Of the 84 boys at work in the chapel yesterday 
morning only about sixty were appointed from 
counties, and about thirty counties were repre- 
sented. The restofthe students were appli- 
cants from the state in general, and there is 
room for more general applicants. 

The morning’s work was on the examina- 
tion in mathematics. The eighty-four faces 
showed every variety of expression, from the 
occasionally puzzled look to the unmistakable 
expression of satisfaction and the general air 
of earnest attention. One of the students, 
Mr. Moore, of Thomas county, wrote out the 
examination in forty-five minutes. 

Here is the work the young men had before 
them:

In answer to this question Mr. Inman said, 
the Worcester shop pays the salaries and run- 
ning expenses of the shop, fwithin about 
$2,000,JOf course it has been running for years 
and has an established business. This 
school will not be as nearly self sustain- 
ing as that. They turn out a_ very 
fine body of men—from thirty to forty every 
year.’’ 

‘The school is practically furnished,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Inman, ‘‘and the commission 
which has had this trust imposed on it by the 
state is now ready to turn the property over to 
the general board of trustees of the state uni- 
versity system. ‘The meeting of the general 
boara has been called in At- 
lanta for tomorrow. A cordial invitation is 
extended to the citizens of Atlanta and to every 
citizen of Georgia to visit the school buildings 
on Friday, the Sth, and attend the opening ex- 
ercises at the opera house on Friday night. 
The machinery will be started at 12 o’clock 
Friday. There is no formal programme for 
that time, but it is probable that some talks 
will be made. 

“As in beginning of all new 
enterprises there is still con- 
siderable to do in finishing up about the 
premises, putting the last touches to the build- 
ings and placing the furniture in the recita- 
tion rooms and the chapel, but this work is 
going rapidly forward, and by the Ist of No- 
vember these details will be attended to. The 
school is practically complete. and will be 
thoroughly equipped for the work.’’ 

The slope in front of the buildings will be 
set in grass and dotted with shrubs and’ quick 
growing trees. ~~ 

The gity has already done a great deal for 
the school and the residents of North avenue, 
in grading. the street, and the street car 
line, which will be completed 
by the middle of this month, will be a great 
convenience, but there is some very necessary’ 
work remAfining to be done on the sidewalks 
near Marictta street. 

The cost of the school was about $105,000; 
$10,000 for the land, $45,000 for the main build- 
ing, 525,000 for the shop andjfoundry building, 
$20,000 for the machinery, and about $5,000 
for architects’ fees, furniture and incidentals. ° 
This leaves on hand about $30,000 of the $135,- 
000 put at the disposal of the commission by 
the state and the city of Atlanta. This bal- 
ance Will sustain the school one year. It is 
estimated that the annual expense of the 
maintaining the school will be about $25,000. 

The technological commission, after turn- 
ing over the institute to the board of trustees 
ofthe State university, will continue to have 
charge of the sehool and they will be ex-ofti- 
cio members of the: board of trustees of the 
State university. 

The technological commission then becomes 
a sel{f-perpetuating body, with the power of 
filling the vacancies in its own membership. 

The personnel of jthe board is as follows: 
Hion. N. E. Harris, chairman; Columbus 
Heard, S. M. Inman, E. R. Hodgeson and =O. 
5. Porter. These five gentlemen will take 
part in the election of a chancellor of the 
State university.

did not make the saleinvatid oreven irregular.

50 Ga., 231. 

2. Though the intestate at the time of his 
death was a tenant in common wih a surviv- 
ing cotenant,and owned but an undivided half- 
interest in the premises, yet a legal-sale and 
conveyance made by his administrator of the 
south half of the tract, divested the title of the 
heirs to that half.

© fhe bill, Mr. Turner says, is distinctly an 
assault upon the southern industries. W hile 
itonly reduces the income from. the tarill 
about forty miliion dollars, it takes more than 
two-thirds of this from two southern indus 
tries, sugar and rice, while the northern states, 
though they receive the sinallest cut, get. fifty 
times as much benefit from protection as tio 
south. | 

Mr. Tarner then went on to say that notwith- 
standing the bagging trust, the bill puts jute 
butts in the free list, and, yet only reduces the 
duty on bagging one-half, while the Mills bill 
reduces it three-fourths. The duty is now three 
cents per yard. The Mills bill reduces it to 
of a cent per yard.
